Allied power. 
All w ere convicted by an A m eri­ 
can w ar crimes court of m u rd ers 
and atrocities against inm ates at 
the big camp near Lins, a t which 
more than 700.000 Nazi victims al­ 
legedly were exterm inated during 
the war. 
On two gallows In the yard of 
Landaberg prison, where Adolf Hit­ 
ler once was incarcerated, th ree 
U. S. Army executioners dropped 
the first 22 of the 49 doomed op­

BITTINGER DIES IT (I 
ON WAY TO HOSPITAL 


By Thy As*n.-i*tnl 
COLUMBUS, May 27—J. Freer 
Bittinger of Ashland, O., who fig- 
tired in ft drmnfttic Rpe&kersnip 
election in the House of the stale 
legislature in 1933, died here >es- 
terday at 61. 
Mr. Bittinger was stricken at 
Beulah Park, where he had been 
employed recently as a cashier, 
and died in an ambulance en route 
to Mt. Carmel Hospital. 
For many years prominent in 
Democratic politics, Mr. Bittinger 
served as chairman of the Demo­ 
cratic state executive committee 
from 1940 to 1942. 
He was elected speaker at a 
time when the House was con­ 
trolled by Republicans, with b8 
seats to 67 for the Democrats. Rut 
the House divided on the final 
vote and elected Mr. Bittinger, w h o 
served as speaker during Gov. Mar­ 
tin L. Davey's first term. Mr. Bit­ 
tinger was praised by Gov. Dave/ 


as the "best speaker, the House 
ever had". 
While serving as auditor of Ash­ 
land county. Mr. Bittinger cam­ 
paigned unsuccessfully for the nom­ 
ination to Congress in 1922. He 
was nominated in 1924 and 1926, 
nut was defeated in the election. 
In 1928, he was one of only l l 
I Democrats elected to the legisla­ 
ture. He served as minority floor 
leader in the House in 1931. 
He is survived by his widow; 
a son, Ritchie Bittinger. and a 
daughter, Mary Arminda Bittinger. 
Arrangements were made to taka 
the body today to Ashland for 
funeral service and burial.

Further, Mr. Schell said. in some 
areas the same general kind of 
weather tends to persist'from one 
season into the next. 
Where this 
happens, he said, the earlier sea-, 
son can be used to predict roughly;

Mr. Schell said he found four 
examples of such weather effects 
after studying records over many 
years. 
They concern winter pre­ 
cipitation in northern and north­ 
west Europe and the southern East 
Indies monsoon season.

from the Pacific and more rain or 
snow than normally in December 
through February when there gen­ 
erally are low pressures in those 
some months in tropical A ustral­ 
asia—at such points as Calcutta, 
Batavia, Port Darwin and Manila, 
Conversely, generally high pres­ 
sures there mean fewer storms 
and less precipitation.

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PATTERN SUGGESTION 


The Family Circle

If Your Child’s A Sulker 
S 
ULKING is a weapon employed by som e children and adult* for 
w inning their way. It* source and effect m ay be very sim ilar to 
th at of a tem per tantrum . In nearly all instances sulking is rew arded 
in the child by the way it “gets the m other”. Of a girl IO years old, 
the m other w rite#: "A t p resen t we are in the throes of a sulking 
problem . 
+ -----------------—- 
“ Since she has ra th e r a full 
schedule, 
w ith 
dancing 
classes 
tw ice a week (w hich she thorough­ 
ly enjoys) and visits to the ortho­ 
dontist one afternoon every other 
week, I have given h er very few 
duties to perform around the home. 
She is required to set the dinner 
table, except on dancing and dent­ 
ist days. 
On S aturdays she is re­ 
quired to tidy her own room. 


“ IF SHE IS asked to do any 
sm all extra duty, such as sw eep­ 
ing the sidewalk for me w hen I 
am w orking in the yard, she Im­ 
m ediately 
goes 
into 
her 
sulky 
state, taking so Touch tim e to do 
the work, and m aking herself so 
m iserable that the mood usually 
lasts the re st of the day. W hen 
she goes Into one of h er sulky 
moods, she is apt to weep copious­ 
ly, feel abused, doesn’t like her 
Jam ily, w ants to leave hom e and 
does not respond to any sort of 
reasoning. 
“A nother difficulty w e have w ith 
her is th at she ‘w ants everything’. 
“She is a gay, happy child until 
she is not perm itted to do some­ 
thing she w ants to do or w hen she 
does not perform h er duties a t the 
right tim e or in the proper way 
and has to be rem inded. She and 
h e r brother are very com panion­ 
able and are given to th e usual 
childish ‘spats’ which we perm it 
them to settle them selves.” 


I POINTED OUT to this m other 
th at her daughter's having to go 
through the ordeal w ith th e ortho­ 
dontist (her jaw s and teeth re ­ 
directed in their grow th and posi­ 
tion) could be a contributing fac­ 
tor. 
I saw our own children at 
h er age go through this ordeal and 
and 
know it is 
a 
big 
nervous 
strain. H er brother m ay en ter Into 
the picture, causing her to suppose 
she is not loved as he is a t home. 
Incidentally, I hope he has some 
regular household jobs he m ust do 
regularly^ Yet the sulking probably 
grow s chiefly out of other sources. 
It is apparent th at her forbid- 
dings and requirem ents have not 
been very certain, th at she often 
has won her way by her sulking. 
You are so eager to reason with 
h er and be fair, but have explained 
and waited too much. W orst of all, 
sh e has learned th a t by sulking 
she can get “your goat”. 


IF ONLY you could show no 
feeling a t all when she sulks, and 
have no feelings then, you hardly 
would have a problem , provided 
you m ade your forbiddlngs and re­ 
quirem ents m ore definite and set

BEYOND THE ability to read 
the label on the record, the quali-; 
flcations for the disc Jockey pro-; 
fession are not apparent to the 
naked eye. 
A nice voice and a 
fund of anecdotes are ot some a s ­ 
sistance to disc jockeys, but they 
aren’t altogether necessary. 
Many 
explanations for the success of Mr. 
Block have been 
put forth, but 
easily the most convincing is the: 
fact that he doesn’t talk much. By) 
all the rules of logic, this would 
indicate that a disc jockey could 
be even m ore popular if he just 
changed 
the 
records 
and 
didn’t 
talk at all. 
But radio listeners 
don’t operate by any rules of logic. 
They want a personality and they 
want the sam e personality. When 
enough people acquire the habit 
of listening to the same personal-! 
tty, the income rises to a point 
way out of proportion to the abil­ 
ity involved. 
The real attraction, of course, 
is the records. 
The disc Jockey 
commands 
a 
talent 
pool 
much 
larger than even th e largest net-; 
work could afford. 
The draw ing1 
card is not the disc jockey’s per-! 
sona!ity,,no m atter how fascinat­ 
ing. but the voices of Bing Crosby, 
Frank Sinatra, Dinah Shore and 
Perry 
Como, 
the 
orchestras 
of 
Benny Goodman, Andre Kostelan- 
etz, or whoever. 
These are the 
names that draw the listeners, but 
it is the disc jockey (and the sta­ 
tion) th a t m akes the money This, 
you might think, would cause rum ­ 
bles of discontent from the talent, 
but it hasn’t, at least up to now It 
hasn’t. 
Disc 
Jockeys 
stimulate 
record sales to a rem arkable de­ 
gree and the talent feels that rec­ 
ord 
royalties 
a re 
compensation 
enough.
